The vice chair of Ehe Edmonton 
Catholic School Board said a 
new, $35,000 policy consulta¬ 
tion will not likely change the 
board’s contentious guidelines 
around LGEffQ students. 

The board voted Tuesday 
to hire Alberta School Boards 
Association consultant Leroy 
Sloan to examine many of its 
policies — including an inclu¬ 
sive communities policy that 
has led to shouting and public 
spats between trustees at board 
meetings. 

Sloan's hiring also follows 
a damning report in July from 


Don Cummings, a consultant 
appointed to monitor the boiird 
by the government, after its 
meetings around the inclusive 
communities policy erupted 
into yelling. 

Cummings, whose work over 
eight months cost taxpayers 
$125,000, recommended a re¬ 
view of all policies. 

But vice chair John Acheson 
said he doubts the policy at the 
centre of the storm will shift. 

“My own sense is that {the 
inclusive communities policy} 
won't change, because we just 
spent a lot of time on it within 
the last year and we think that 
that one is pretty well up to date 
and covers pretty well w’hat we 
want it to cover," he said. 

The Canadian Taxpayers Fed¬ 
eration's Alberta Director Taige 
MacFherson said $125*000 was 
already a lot to spend on a con¬ 
sultation that did not solve the 
board's problems. 

“Hopefully thev’ll have bet¬ 
ter foresight the next time," 
she said.

Report sheds light 
on arena decisions

A report kept away from public 
eye& for eight years and obtained 
by Metro suggests three alterna¬ 
tive sites, fora downtown arena 
were considered superior to 
where Rogers Place now stands. 

And critics say that the city's 
decision to ignore this report's 
recommendations led them to 
spend more money — name¬ 
ly, for the construction of the 
556.3-million Wintergarden. 

The report, drafted by sports 
architecture firm HOK. was sub¬ 
mitted in 200& to a city panel 
that former mayor Stephen Man- 
del tasked with examining the 
arena concept. 

The panel used the HOK re¬ 
port and one still-unreleased els- 
sessment, along with a review of 
other cities' experiences building 
arenas, to make their recommen¬ 
dations on locations, of which 
sis were being considered. 

On those six, the HOK auth¬ 
ors wrote that an arena north of 
104 Avenue — as Rogers Place 


now stands — would require 
some way to "psychologically 
and physically" bridge the busy, 
multi-lane road. 

TbEit way ultimately became 
the Wintergarden in a 'building 
HOK designed. 

And Jay Scherer, an asso¬ 
ciate professor in the faculty 
of physical education at the 
University of Alberta, who’s re¬ 
searching the arena deal, said he 
doesn't understand why the city 
picked a site with such added 
costs built in. 

"You have just increased the 
cost of a public facility by ignor¬ 
ing an independent official re¬ 
port’s recommendation." hesEiid. 

The HOK report suggested a 
site north of Jasper on 106 Street 
as the best choice, ELlong with 
twp options in the Quarters. 

Scherer said it’s troubling 
that alternative locations for 
the arena were never part of 
public council debates. 

“ It needed to have a full de¬ 
bate Eind full awareness," he said. 

Difficult dea l 

Kick Daviss, the executive dir¬ 
ector of the arena project, said 
the city did consider other sites, 
but the others had bui tdi ngs on 
them that would have required 
demolition, 

He said assembling the land 
at the other locations was also 
a major concern, with up to a 
dozen different owners control¬ 


ling land at the 106 Street site, 
for example. 

Daviss also said Katz Group 
had already purchased most of 
the land where Rogers Place now 
sits. w r hich the city was able to 
buy at the price the Katz group 
paid — S25.5 million. 

And while crossing 104 Av¬ 
enue added costs that might not 
have existed at other locations, 
Daviss said it was essential to 
the building. 

"That is really the signature 
element of this facility. It’s the 
L VVow’ factor. It’s the gather¬ 
ing place." 

Indeed, Daviss said at one 
point during negotiations the 
city considered cutting it from 
the design, but the Katz G roup 
offered to fund more than 50 
percent of its construction costs 
to keep it as part of the design. 

The city is paying £25.1-mil- 
lion for the Wintergarden; the 
Katz Group is paying S31.7-mil- 
lion. 

Rood less traveled 

Mandel's panel released a re¬ 
port in 2003, called City Shap¬ 
ing. with a simple conclusion 
about where the arena should 
be located: “It has to be down¬ 
town," it read. 

Hut w r hile the panel released 
its overall conclusions, it kept 
the HOK report on potential lo¬ 
cations confidential, citing the 
"commercially competitive na¬ 


ture” of the information. 

The HOK report, made avail¬ 
able on the city's website this 
week, described the 106 [street 
location as the “’richest" for a 
new arena. 

“It best leverages current de¬ 
velopment trends and is sur¬ 
rounded by an inventory of 
buildings compatible writh a 
mixed-use district.” 

The report also spoke posi¬ 
tively about two potential sites 
in the Quarters, one near the 
Edmonton Police headquarters 
a nd the other on Jasper Avenue, 
between 97 and 96 streets. 

The report cautioned that the 
development in the Quarters 
would have to come with a sig¬ 
nificant public investment to 
the area overall. 

It also looked at the former 
post office where the Royal Al¬ 
berta Museum now stands, the 
former Greyhound Station and 
Northlands as potential sites. 

Questions raised 

Coun. Mike Nickel, said he 
would like to know why better 
rated locations weren’t more 
aggressively pursued. 

"It begs the question of why 
was this site was chosen over 
the other ones," he said. 

Nickel also expressed frustra¬ 
tion that the report had been 
held in secret for so long. 

“You can't hold this in perpe¬ 
tuity if it is a public building.”

Regulator rethinks reporting sex of execs 


Alberta's securities regulator—at 
the urging of the province — is 
revisiting a previously rejected 
plan to publicize the number 
of women who hold top jobs in 
publicly traded companies. 

Stephanie McLean, Alberta's 
minister for the status of women, 
says she is not prejudging the 
outcome, but made it dear she 
does not wish to see the Alberta 
Securities Commission reject the 
plan a second time. 

“I would not be thrilled if 
we didn't move in that direc¬ 


tion because that is 
the way the world is 
going,” McLean said 
Wednesday. 

According to the 
province, nine out 
every 10 boardroom 
chairs in Alberta-based 
companies listed on 
the '] 5X are occupied 
by men. 

“As hard as we 
work, the top has 
been out of reach for too many 
women,” said McLean.

McLean made 
the comments at ei 
news conference at 
the legislature, with 
Stan Magidson, the 
head of the securities 
commission, partici¬ 
pating by phone. 

The two an¬ 
nounced that the 
ASC has now put 
forward for discus¬ 
sion proposed rules 
requiring Alberta companies to 
disclose the number of women 


in senior positions along with 
company game plans for re¬ 
cruiting more women. If not, 
those companies would have 
to explain why they are not re¬ 
cruiting women — and all that 
information would be available 
to shareholders. 

Magidson said a similar rule 
change was rejected by the ASC 
in 2014 because it wasn't believed 
to be within the commission's 
mandate, but he says their view¬ 
point has changed.

Court. Mike Nickel put a mo¬ 
tion forward at the urban plan¬ 
ning committee Wednesday to 
invest what the city would have 
spent on offsets back into city 
operations, renovating buildings 
and improving energy efficiency. 

“Jt is going to be some tough 
times ahead, and we want to hit 
those targets, but the best way 
would be to invest in our own 
infrastructure,* he said.

“For decades, we have used 
the excuse that now is not the 
right time or we can’t afford it 
now.” he said. 

While they disagreed on the 
issue, the committee members 
agreed to put it before all of coun¬ 
cil next week.

Stephanie Laskoski had just come 
home from work when she saw 
a teen boy wi th three friends 


throwing jugs of water at her 
tar in an attempt to break her 
windshield. But it's what hap¬ 
pened nexE, with polite, that 
upsets her the most. 

Laskoski tracked down the 
troublemakers and found out 
the vandal was. from outside her 
community. “1 literally put him 
on a bus and sent hi m kick to 
the w r est end and said, “Don't 
come kick here. I won't tall the 
polite right now, but you need 
to go,’" Laskoski said. 


She then allied the police com¬ 
plaint line to record the incident 
—and got what she felt was an 
inappropriate response from the 
officer. “He said to me. “Can I just 
ask you a question? ... Why do 
you live there?"" Laskoski said. 

"J was so offended." 

Her issue isn’t just with po¬ 
lice. She's had positive experi¬ 
ences with the EPS McCauley 
community liaison team, but 
with a pervasive attitude that 
residents should " expect" to be 


victims of crime. 

She acknowledges the neighr 
bourhood has issues with drugs 
and prostitution, but loves liv¬ 
ing in an affordable community 
with nice neighbours, where she 
and her kids can walk to work 
and school. “McCauley, more 
so than ever, is really a jewel in 
the middle of the city" she said. 

“Moving all the way to the 
outskirts of Edmonton to be able 
to afford a house is just not my 
idea of good living."

The city will keep looking for 
ways to improve safety for 
pedestrians and cyclists an 
the High Level Bridge but any 
permanent fix is far off. 

Councillors reviewed a con¬ 
sultant's report Wednesday on 
the suicide barriers that have 
raised concerns for pedestruins 
and cyclists because they have 
narrowed pathways. 

The report recommended 
considering making at least 
one of the sidewalks one-way to 
deal with congestion, but the 
city is rejecting that for now. 


Chris Chan, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters' Society, told coun¬ 
cil the group doesn't want a 
one-way path now that both 
sides of the bridge are open 
and there are fewer safety 
concerns. 

“People self-moderate, 
people learn. Regular users 
of that bridge learn to expect 
congestion,’’ he said. 

Any potential change is 
many years out. Adam Laugb- 
lin, the city's general manager 
of Integrated Infrastructure 
Services, said the next major 
overhaul is the Croat Road 
Bridge in 2019, 

The High Level would have 
to come after that, he said.

1.5 billion fewer birds 
fly over North America

North American skies have 
grown quieter over the last 
decades by the absent songs of 
1.5 billion birds, says the latest 
summary of bind populations. 

The survey by dozens of gov¬ 
ern merit, university and en¬ 
vironmental agencies across 
North America has also listed 
S6 species of birds — including 
once-common and much-loved 
songbirds such as the evening 
grosbeak and Canada warbler 

— that are threatened by phun- 
meting populations, habitat 
destruction and climate change. 

"The information on urgency 
is quite alarming." said Part¬ 
ners in Might co-author Judith 
Kennedy of Environment Can¬ 
ada. “ We're really getting down 
to the dregs of some of these 


populations." 

The report is the most com¬ 
plete survey of land bird num¬ 
bers to date and attempts to 
assess the health of popula¬ 
tions on a continental basis. 
It concludes that, while there 
are sthl a lot of birds in the sky. 


there aren't anywhere near as 
many as there used to be. 

evening grosbeaks are down 
92 percent since 1970. Snowy 
owls have lost 64 per cent of 
their numbers. 

Tally it all up and there 
should be another 1.5 billion 


birds perching in backyards 
and flying around in forests 
than there are, says the report. 

Nor are the declines stop¬ 
ping. Among those S6 species, 
22 have already lost at least half 
of their population since 1970 
and are projected to lose an¬ 
other 50 per cent of their num¬ 
bers within the next 40 years. 

For at least six species, this 
"half-life" window is fewer than 
20 years. 

The culprits are familiar. 

Agriculture disturbs habitat 
of grassland birds and introdu¬ 
ces pesticides into the land¬ 
scape. Logging fragments the 
intact forests birds use as refuel¬ 
ling stations as they migrate. 
Domestic cats are thought to 
kill more than two billion birds 
a year. 

"It's the death of a thousand 
cuts." said Kennedy. 

The report says birds are 
crucial indicators of overall 
ecosystem health. Healthy for¬ 
ests and prairies need healthy 
bird populations, said Kennedy.

Canadian vibrator 
company sued 


An American woman has 
launched a proposed class- 
action lawsuit against the 
Canadian-owned maker of a 
smartphone-enabled vibrator, 
alleging the company sells prod¬ 
ucts that secretly collect and 
transmit "highly sensitive" in¬ 
formation. 

The Chicagoarea woman, 
identified in a statement of 
claim only as N.lT, has made her 
complaints against Standard 
Innovation {US) Corp.. which 
is owned by the Ottawa-based 
Standard Jo novation Corp. over 
a “high-end* vibrator allied 
the We-Vibe. 

The lawsuit, which was 
filed earlier this month in 
an Illinois court, explains 
that to fully operate the de¬ 
vice. users download the 
We-Connect app on a smart¬ 


phone, allowing them and their 
partners remote control over 
the Bluetooth-equipped vibra¬ 
tor's settings. 

In pELrtiailar. the app 1 s “con¬ 
nect lover" feature — which 
promises a secure connection 
— allows partners to exchange 
text messages, conduct video 
chats and control a paired We 
Vibe device, the woman's state 
merit of claim said. 

The woman at the centre of 
the suit bought her vibrator in 
May for $130 
US, down¬ 
loaded the 
app that 
connects 
o it and 
used it on sev¬ 
eral occasions.

What's worse, a phone that gets 
"b dcked” by a software update 
or one that has a tendency to 
spontaneously combust? 

Right now, those are your 
options from the world's top 
two smartphone manufactur¬ 
ers. and it points to a bigger 
problem: Many electronics 
manufacturers are delivering 
muddled products and even 
worse messages, making it dif¬ 
ficult for consumers to upgrade. 
Consider: 

1, On Tuesday, Apple released 
iOS 10, an update to its oper¬ 
ating system that immediate 
ly started seizing up people’s 
smartphones. 

2. Samsung’s kites! phone, 
the Galaxy Note 7. is a poten¬ 
tial fire hazard. 


3. The new iRhone 7 hits 
stores on Friday, and it's mis¬ 
sing a key piece of technology 
— the headphone jack — that 
makes it less consumer friendly 
than the previous model. 

The fumbles and anti-con¬ 
sumer moves make even the 
true early adopter slop and 
think about shelling out. 

We just lived through an 
impressive decade of smart¬ 


phone improvement and in¬ 
novation. But now, upgrades 
tend to feature smaller changes 
and improvements as opposed 
to whole new products. 

Apple's iOS 10 software up¬ 
date launched with a three- 
month-long beta to work out 
the kinks, but it still promptly 
bricked an unknown number 
of phones, prompting online

Millions of refugee kids have no schools 


UNITED N ATI ON S ft EPQRT 

Only half 
have access to 
education 

Mare than half of the 6 mil- 
lion refugee children under 
the mandate of the United Na¬ 
tions have no access to school 
just as the refugee school-age 
population is exploding by 
600,000 a year, a new report 
says. 

According lo the United 
Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees report, only 50 


per cent of refugee children 
a round the world have access 
to primary school education, 
compared with a global aver¬ 
age of more than 90 per cent. 

As these unschooled chil¬ 
dren grow older, the gap be¬ 
comes even more startling: 
only 22 per cent of refugee 
teens go to high school com¬ 
pared lo 84 per cent globally 
and just 1 percent attend uni¬ 
versity. compared to 34 per 
cent around the world. 

"By educating tomorrow’s 
leaders, be they engineers, 
poets, doctors, scientists, 
philosophers or computer 


programmers, we are giving 
refugees the intellectual tools 
to shape the future.” says the 
4S-page report to be released 
in Geneva Thursday. 

The report comes in ad¬ 
vance of world leaders gath¬ 
ering next week at the UN 
General Assembly's Summit 
For Refugees and Migrants and 
U.S. President Barack Obama's 
Leaders’ Summit on the Global 
Refugee Crisis. 

The report will serve as the 
backdrop to the summits’ dis¬ 
cussions to set targets and 
secure aid funding to ensure 
every school-age refugee re¬ 


ceives a quality education. 

“This represents a crisis for 
millions of refugee children," 
Filippo Grandi. UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees, said in 
a statement. “Refugee educa¬ 
tion is sorely neglected, when 
it is one of the few opportun¬ 
ities we have to transform and 
build the next generation” 

Grandi said the refugee 
school-age population grew 
by 30 per cent in 2014 alone, 
which means an average of at 
least 12.000 additional class¬ 
rooms and 20,000 extra teach¬ 
ers are needed each year.

Doctor declares 
Clinton ‘fit to serve' 


Hillary Clinton is “recovering 
well” from pneumonia and re¬ 
mains “fit to serve as President 
of the United States,” her doctor 
said in a letter released Wednes¬ 
day by her campaign. 

The health details made public 
by the Democratic presidential 
nominee included a description 
of the pneumonia diagnosis Gin- 
tan received last week Friday. 
Her illness became public after 
she left Sunday's 9/11 memorial 
service early Emd was seen on 
video staggering while getting 
into a van. 

The health episode fuelled 
longrimmering conservative con¬ 
spiracy theories about Clinton's 
health mid provided a fresh line 
of attack for rival Donald Trump. 

faring criticism about a lack 
of transparency when it comes 
to her health. Clinton’s cam¬ 
paign promised to disclose more 
detailed information about her 
health this week. 

The letter released Wednes¬ 
day by the campaign stated that 
Clinton underwent a chest scan 
that revealed she had "mild, non- 
contagious bacterial pneumonia*" 


according to Clinton's physician, 
Dr. Lisa Bardack, choir of internal 
medicine at CareMoimt Medical 
in Mount Kisco, New York. 

The letter says the illness 
stemmed from a bout of sea¬ 
sonal allergies that developed 
into an upper respiratory tract 
infection. 

Her symptoms began around 
the start of this month, and she 
saw Bar-dock on Sept. 2. Clinton 
was advised to rest, but her condi¬ 
tion worsened and she developed 
a cough. 

The letter also notes that in 
January, during the run-up to the 
Iowa caucuses. Clinton received 
treatment for a sinus and ear in¬ 
fection that included placing a 
drainage tube in her left ear. A 
CT scan of her brain and sinuses 
showed no abnormalities and 
mild chronic sinus inflammation. 

“She is recovering well with 
antibiotics and rest,” wrote 
Rardack, who also authored a 
letter about Clinton’s health re¬ 
leased in July 2015. “She con¬ 
tinues to remain healthy and 
fit to serve as President of the 
United States ." the associated press

A Muslim teen is asking Apple 
to create an emoji of a woman 
wearing a hijab to better repre¬ 
sent “millions of women across 
the globe.” 

Apple announced a slew of 
newemojis aimed at being more 
diverse gender-wise, including 
women weightlifting, swimming 
and donning a construction hat. 

But for 15-year-old Rayouf Al- 
humedhi. the lack of represen¬ 
tation for Muslim women was a 
glaring omission. 

The Saudi teen, who lives in 
Germany, has already written a 
proposal lo push Apple for the 
new emoji with the help of tech 
insiders, including Redd it co- 
founder Alexis Ohanian. 

“Roughly 500 million Muslim 
women on this earth pride them¬ 
selves on wearing the hijab," 
reads the proposal addressed 
lo Apple CFG Tim Cook and 
Unicode, the body in diaige of 
approving changes to the emoji 
library. 

“With this enormous num¬ 
ber of people, not a single space 
on the keyboard is reserved for 
them.” 

“Might seem baffling, but 
when J wear the headscarf 1 ac¬ 
tually feel liberated because Tm 
in control of what! want to cov¬ 
er,” she WTOte on Reddit.

Ff For pipeline proponents, 

Jjk, recent developments offer 

an opportunity to once again 
try to prod Trudeau himself 
into action. Mulroney, for one, 
^ should know better than to flog 

11 SI that particular horse. 


Once in a blue moon, -or 
maybe a bit more often than 
that, someone who should 
know better offers the prime 
minister of the day some strik¬ 
ingly flawed advice. 

Such is the case of Brian 
Mulroney's recommendation 
that Justin Trudeau personally 
take charge of the controver¬ 
sial Energy hast pipeline file. 

In a speech in Calgary this 
week, the fonner ibry prime 
minister offered his success¬ 
ful negotiation of a watershed 
free-trade agreement with 
the United States in the late 
1980s as the template Trudeau 
should borrow to advance 
TransCanada's pipeline plan. 

" What we now need for an 
exceptional, cohesive effort to 
make the most of our resource 
base is a similarly clear com¬ 
mitment from the top. led 
by the prime minister, with a 
unique, high-quality’organiza¬ 
tional structure drawing exper¬ 
tise front across Canada, and a 
genuine partnership that will 
spearhead expansion of our 
resources, expedite infrastruc¬ 
ture construction and bolster a 
broader diversification of our 
resources," the former Tory 
prime minister told his Alberta 
audience. 

It should be said at the 
outset that this is advice of¬ 
fered in good faith. At a time 
when most were still sneering 
at the notion that Trudeau 
could become prime minister, 
Mulroney was talking up his

potential. 

As opposed to other prom¬ 
inent Energy East hackers 

— such as former Quebec 
premier Jean Cha rest who w r as 
at one point on contract as 

a consultant to Trans Canada 

— Mulroney has no financial 
connection to the project. (He 


does roil in a taw firm that, 
like its competition, is always 
on the lookout for more 
energy indusifiy clients.) 

Mulroney Ls not the first 
to call on Trudeau to jump in 
front of the pipeline parade 
and, given the travails of the 
National Energy Board in deal 
ing with Energy East, he will 
not be the last. 

On Friday the three-mem¬ 
ber HER panel tasked with 
vetting the plan to link the 
oiLsands to the Atlantic coast 
belatedly recused itself a midst 
enduring questions as to its 
independence. 

In hindsight, that shot]id 
have happened as soon as 
news surfaced earlier this 
summer of private meetings 
between panel in ember’s and 


parties such as Charest, whose 
interests were vested in the 
project. 

The next panel will be made 
up of members hand-picked 
by the Trudeau government 
rather than legacy Conserva¬ 
tive appointees. That should 
go some way to restore cred¬ 


ibility to the process. Further 
down the road, it would make 
a pro-Energy' East NER reconi 
mendation harder for Tmdeau 
to dismiss. 

But for pipeline proponents, 
the latest developments also 
offer an opportunity to once 
again tty to prod Trudeau him¬ 
self into action. Mulroney. tor 
one, should know better than 
to flog that particular horse. 

The current prime minister 
does have an enviable amount 
of political capital. Rut then, so 
did former Quebec premier Lu- 
den Bouchard when he took 
on the role of chief lobbyist for 
the shale gas industry in Que¬ 
bec a few years ago. Not only 
did Bouchard fail to advance 
theaigument, he also lehr a 
lot of his credibility on the 


battlefield. 

And then, the dynamics of 
a top-down prime minister¬ 
ial effort to rally support for a 
pipeline in the name of nation- 
building would be more akin 
to the ill-fated constitutional 
rounds that took place on 
Mulroney’s watch than to the 
trade negotiations that led to 
the FTA and NAFTA. 

If there is one former prime 
minister who should know tlie 
limits of the persuasive powers 
of a top-down policy consen¬ 
sus, it should be Mulroney He 
and his government succeeded 
twice in securing unanimous 
provincial support for two suc¬ 
cessive constitutional accords. 

Within a year of the ne¬ 
gotiation of the Meeeh Like 
accord in 19(87, premiers of a 
different constitutional persua¬ 
sion had replaced Mulroney's 
allies in New Brunswick and 
Manitoba. And no amount of 
establishment support hum 
virtually eveiy quarter of Can¬ 
adian society could salvage die 
subsequent Charlottetown ac¬ 
cord from the fury of voters. 

Back when Mulroney and 
the premiers set out to pro¬ 
actively redress Quebec’s 
constitutional grievances, the 
sovereignty movement was at 
low ebb. These days it is simi¬ 
larly at a loss for an issue with 
enough popular traction to 
restore its momentum. 

Anyone who is close to the 
Quebec scene can testify that 
a show of federal force on 
Energy East could be the an¬ 
swer to the sovereigntist pray¬ 
ers for optimal conditions for 
a return to power of a majority 
Parti Quebeoois government 
and — perhaps in time —an¬ 
other shot at referendum,

Suspicion of immigrants 
is a Canadian value

Conservative MP and party 
leadership contender Kellie 
Leitch doesn’t really want a 
conversation on Canad ian 
values. 

The callous Leitch. who has 
been insisting lately that we 
consider a values test for pro¬ 
spective immigrants, simply 
wants to boost her brand by 
playing to racist and xeno¬ 
phobic fears of some Conserva¬ 
tive party supporters. Modem 
conservative groups keep ques¬ 
tioning immigrants' values be¬ 
cause they know their liberal 
political opponents, who are 
prone to the same prejudiced 
scapegoating, will struggle to 
condemn them. 

Many have called Leitch r s 
proposal impractical, since 
no one person or group can 
define Canadian values. That's 
a nice idea, but we know the 
values our politicians attempt 
to sell us are a reflection of our 
colonial, white, British herit¬ 
age, There are such things as 
Canadian values, and they ex¬ 
plain how our politicians have 
been peddling a fear of for¬ 
eigners fur the last 150 years. 

Suspicion of all immigrants 
who are not white, or are not 
members of the funner British 
Empire, is a Cinatlian value, 
Canada's founding prime 
minister, John A, Macdonald, 
argued that Chinese immi¬ 
grants to Canada were unfit 
to vote because they exhibited 
“no British instincts or British 
feelings or aspirations.’' Mac¬ 
donald didn't need to cloak 
the authority of the state in 
the language of wanting a 
“conversation" about immi¬ 
grants: in his time, there was 
no conversation to be had. 

Assurances that We no 
longer live in the 19th century 


are beside the point. Every 
politician from Macdonald to 
Leitch has been able to bank 
on significant support by dis¬ 
tinguishing between British of 
Canadian Values and those of 
everyone else. Yes. even many 
newer immigrants echo these 
suspicions of outsiders' cus¬ 
toms or beliefs. They may hail 
from countries that our gov¬ 
ernment is wary of The pres¬ 
sure on these newcomers to 
conform — to validate the wis¬ 
dom of the system that chose 
them, to scrutinize those who 
come after them — must be 
overwhelming. 

Leitch may not win her 
leadership contest, but the fact 
her naked appeal to prejudice 
can still spur "debate" in this 
country says it ail. Polls sug¬ 
gest a majority of Canadians 
agree with Leitch’s call to 
screen immigrants for good 
values. Few of us really care 
about the content of the ques¬ 
tionnaire. What we care about 
is our very Canadian right to 
demand that immigrants be 
scrutinized against the com¬ 
fort and well-being of those 
already established here. 

Conservatives are more 
likely to support the tradition¬ 
al dominant values openly. It 
was Leitch who announced a 
2015 Conservative campaign 
proposal to create a "barbaric 
cultural practices hotline." 
Prime Munster Justin Trudeau, 
who has cast himself as being 
far more progressive on im¬ 
migration and cultural issues, 
had little to say about the Mac- 
arthyist snitch line—Trudeau 
and his party had quietly voted 
in favour of a Conservative 
law called the "Zero Tolerance 
for Barbaric Cultural Practices 
Act" only four months before 
the election.

Ej.C. ELUthorTiliirJ. Mazzeo s latest 
book, Irena's Children, is the 
high-Eidventure tale of Irena Send- 
ler, a “female Oskar Schindler.'’ 
Ihe Polish social worker rescued 
2,500 mostly Jewish children 
duiing the Second World War 
by hiding them in coffins and 
smuggling them through War¬ 
saw’s sewers, with help from her 
network of resourceful teenagers. 

But none of that was what 
Mazzeo’s tweenEige stepson was 
most interested in. 

,L His f;ivourite was the part 
about Irena Sendler's dog." Maz- 
zeo SELid. “It's interesting what 
kids pick up on — the idea that 
the dog helped, by barking to 
distract the Germans." 

Irena’s Children is coming out 
Sept. 27 in two distinct versions 
simultEineously, one for adults 
and one for young reEiders 10 
and up. That's the one her step¬ 
son devoured. 

Her work is part of el trend: 
Publishers are adapting adult 
titles — both backdated books 
and new ones like Mazzeo's — 
for younger audiences. 

It’s a strategy to squeeze more 
revenue out of a single title, and 
to respond to the demEind for 
good books, especially non-fie¬ 
ri on, for middlegrade readers. 


“That nine to 
12 age is super 
hard," said KeLtv 
Jensen, Ein editor 
at Book Riot and 
former chil¬ 
dren's librarian. 

“You have reluc¬ 
tant readers, and 
some kids who 
are super eager 
readers." whose 
teachers and par- 
ents might not 
want them brows¬ 
ing tbeYA shelves 
just yet, Jensen said. 

Young readers' editions of 
well-known titles might be at¬ 
tractive to publishers becEiuse 
they're “safe picks," for school 
libraries and classrooms, Jensen 
added. “It's going to be a good 
story, you know r what it's about, 
without the topics thEit would 
make a parent cringe." 

But it has to be done right— 
and there's a fine line between 
making material age-appropriate 
and “dumbing down * she said. 

“I look at the young reader 
editions that are 350 pages and 
think. ‘A 10-year-old’s not going 
to pick that up unless they’re 
super into it. And if they're super 
into it, they might pick up the 
adult version," Jensen said. 

Mazzeo, author of Irena's Chil¬ 
dren, was happy with how her 
young readers’ edition turned 
out. She adapted it w r ith help 
from Mary Cronk Farrell, who 
has extensive experience in Y.A. 

Tart of it is to encourage fam¬ 
ilies to read together." Mazzeo 
said, " ihe parents can read the 
grown-up version and children 
can read the young readers edi¬ 


tion . And you can have conver¬ 
sations Eibout important ethical, 
moral and historical subjects.” 

The scenes of violence against 
children w r ere. naturally, left 
out of the kids' edition. It's not 
always deEir, though, when Eidap- 
tation tips over i nto censorship. 

For example, Sendler’s affair 


pomt in Irenas Children, but m 
the young-reader version the 
character is just her friend. 

"I'm not totally sure, person¬ 
ally, we needed to edit that out," 
Mazzeo said. “Butsome people 
would not want their children 
reading about marital infidelity." 
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Children can 
read the young 
readers' edition, 
and you can have 
conversations 
about important 
ethical, moral and 
historical subjects.

“The bigger point was you 
would not want a child nci read¬ 
ing a store about something nsEil- 
ly heroic that happened in the 
Second World War simply be¬ 
cause of that issue.” 

Cognitive scientist Alexandra

bestseller inside of a Dog. 

She pushed to keep technical 
words like “umwelt” — a term 
for the internal world of a dog. 
New concepts are an important 
part of getting excited about a 
book. Horowitz said. Tve hEid 
good feedback so far Children 
Eire torturing their parents with 
that word."

Religion plays central role in Emma Donoghue’s The Wonder

During the summer of 19S5, 
residents of a small Irish town 
claimed to hcive seen a statue of 
the Virgin Mare move. 

The event spawned other 
sightings across the country of 
divine statues moving, bieath- 
ing and even crying, drawi ng 
thousEmds of curiosity seekers 
and devout Catholics in prayer. 

Emma Donoghue — author 
of the international bestselling 
novel Room — was just a teen¬ 


ager at the time buE she remem¬ 
bers finding the entire phenom¬ 
enon embarrassing. 

"It seemed to me to be el classic 
case of mass hysteria,” she says. “I 
found it alarming that at a point 
when Ireland desperately needed 
to modernize, instead it was hav¬ 
ing this medieval flashback." 

Adubious miracle also drives 
Donoghue's new novel, The Won¬ 
der. which was longlisfed last 
week for the Scotia bank Cil¬ 
ler Prize. Set in 1850s Ireland, 
a young devout Catholic girl 
named Anna O’Donnell hasn’t 
eaten for months, believed to be 


subsisting on man na from Cod. 

As her notoriety increjises. a 
village committee hires Lib. an 
English nurse who was trained 
by Florence Nightingale, to en¬ 
sure Anna isn't sneaking in food 
and that she is indeed a miracle. 

When Anna's health begins 
to rapidly deteriorate, with her 
teeth falling out Eind a downy 
hair covering her body, skep¬ 
tical Lib finds herself up against 
those who would willingly let the 
child die in the name of religious 
fanaticism 

Donoghue was initially in¬ 
spired by the stories of Fasting 


Girls, which took place between 
the I6th and 20th centuries, 
where a group of women, young 
and old. survived without food 
for inexplicably long periods of 
time. ‘Tve always been intrigued 
by cases of people who are very 
powerless yet end up becom¬ 
ing famous or lauded or put on 
show,” she says. 

While Donoghue often bases 
her historical fiction on true 
events, she decided not to focus 
The Wonder tin any particular 
person.

CRAFTING- 

This pompom 
blanket is cute 
and practical 

Pompom blankets are a classic 
find in the souks of Morocco. 
Celebrated for their handcrafted 
woven beauty, you’ll also spot 
them in an endless stream of 
histogram-worthy spates. 

Whether they're used as a 
traditional bedspread or as a 
cozy throw to curl up with on 
the sofa, it’s easy to craft your 
own version using do-it-your¬ 
self pompoms and a purchased 
blanket. 

Step i: Gather supplies 

We used super bulky yam for 
this project. 1 he advantage of 
this type of yarn is that it can 
result in a larger, fluffier pom¬ 
pom in less time. 

it’s also easier to separate the 
strands of yam to fluff them out 
when it is thicker. IWo skeins of 
bulky jam make approximately 
12 pompoms depending on size. 

The pompoms are easy to 
attach to the blanket, if you're 
using a blanket with an open 
weave, you won’t need the nee¬ 
dle and thread. YpuTI easily be

able to tie the pompoms to the 
edge. IF you are using a 
blanket with a tight¬ 
er weave h like the 
blanket we used, 
you will need to 
sew the pom¬ 
pom to the 
blanket.

• Yarn — super bulky, two

Step i: Stait wrapping! 

We’re sharing two ways to 
make a pompom. The first 
method uses a piece of card¬ 




board. The second method uses 
your hand. Cut a piece of card¬ 
board for wrapping the yam. 
The wider the piece of card¬ 
board, the larger the pompom 
will be. Wrap the yam around 
the width of the cardboard until 
you achieve desired thickness. 


Pompom blankets arc great to curl up with on the couch — or lake it to your freezing office.

Cut a piece of yam long enough 


to tie around the middle of the 
wrapped yam (approximately 
six inches). Lay the yam on a 
table and carefully slide the 
wound yam off the cardboard 
onto the piece of yam. l ie the 


piece of yam around the middle 
of the wound yam, very tightly. 

Step 4: Make the pompom 

Hold the tw r o pieces of loose 
string from tying the pom-pom. 


Using sharp scissors, on one 
side of the pompom, start cut¬ 
ting through the loops of yam. 
Repeat on the other side. En¬ 
sure all of the loops are cut. Do 
not cut the loose yam strings 
or the yam holding the pom¬ 
pom together. 

Step y. I'luff ami trim 

After cutting through all the 
loops of yarn begin separat¬ 
ing the strands and fluffing 
the pompom. Trim aw r ay extra 
yam to create a ball. Keep trim¬ 
ming and fluffing the pompom 
to achieve the desired shape. 

Step 6: Attach the pompom 

If you are using a blanket with 
a tight weave you will need 
to sew r the pompom to the 
blanket. 

To do this, thread an em¬ 
broidery needle with embroid¬ 
ery thread. Knot the end of 
the thread. Thread the needle 
through the pompom, where 
it is tied, and sew the pom¬ 
pom to the bhinket. If you Eire 
using a blanket with an open 
weave, simply tie the pompom 
to the bhinket. Thread the un¬ 
cut yarn pieces through an 
open weave at the edge of the 
blanket and tie.

A sea of 
yellow md green rose to its feet, 
chanting and waving Brazilian 
flags. 

But here's the thing; Farzin 
isn't Brazilian. He’s Iranian. 

Welcome to the 20IS Para¬ 
lympics, where the residents 
of Rio de Janeiro have shown 
people from all across the world 
their Cnrioca spirit. Cariocas are 
the Rio natives, knot™ for their 
warmth, friendliness and laid- 
back attitude. 

Before the Games began a 
week ago. organizers from the 
International Paralympic Com¬ 
mittee were just happy that — 
after a furious ticket-selling cam¬ 
paign and a price drop to as low 


as about £3 per ticket — the Kio 
games seemed likely to surpass 
sales of 1.7 million, moving this 
Paralympics into second place 
behind London in terms of spec¬ 
tators j2.7 million). 

But as of Wed¬ 
nesday, the IPG said 
sales were over the 
2 million mark. The spoils fes¬ 
tival for people with disabilities 
ends Sunday. 

"We have lo generate energy
